IN HBME MISSIONS 



Notable Progress Made Among 
Negroes and ln<Ktai8, Gon- 
vcntKm Report Showk

Des Moines, Iowa, June 23 — • 
Notabie progress in educational 
work among negroes and Indians 
in this country and among the 
people of Cenlrnl .America, the 
opening of an international Bap- 
tist- Seminary to train preachers 
for work among foreign-speaking 
people, establishment of a boys' 
camp applying the "Plattsburg 
idea" to religinii-; training:, and 
creation of an archilectual l)ureaii 
to. help make religious buildings 
more effecive. were among' fea- 
tures of the 89th annual report of 
the American Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society. ]:)r('>ented by Dr. C 
L. White, e.xeculive secretary, at 
the Northern Baptist convention 
h-^rc t(jday. 

Schools for negroes and In- 
dians have been taxed at their ut- 
most capacity, according to Dr. 
George R. Hovey, of iho educa- 
tional de])arlim-nt. Through 
gifts from the Ck'neral I'.ducation 
Board and jolm D. Rockcffller. 
the ?;alar3' ot teachers in tiiese 
schools is being increased and 
Hew buildings provided at Iia<'one 
Indian (\)llege, Bacone, Okla., 
'Ja. Indians 'of Oklahoiha have 
gi^'6n $175,000 lo aid liacone 
!;choul. ^ aS^eedi for further exten- 
sion of "this educational. work is 
urgent, declares Dr. Char|t s .-\. 
Brcjoke, in charge of nij>gro mis- 
sions. An intense race conscious- 
ness; is furnishing a perplexing 
problem fi.)r tiie negro churches. 
Training of 3onng ])eople for 
more adequate service in church 
and community centers is one 
help to the solution of this prob- 
lem. ' . 

In the United States, says Dr. 
Lemuel Call Barnes, the society is 
co-operating in 166 towns ahd cit- 
ies in missionary and church ex- 
tension work. Recommendation 
is made for more aggressive or- 
ganisation for smaller cities. In 
sparsely settle areas six general 
missionaries. 4.S assistants, and 
109 misionary pastors have had 
charge of 220 churches and cover- 
ed a vast territory where there is 
no church. There are 15 Indian 
missionaries v. orking among their 
own people- Reclamation pro- 
ject.*; in the northwest, says Dr. 
Barnes, foreshadow a big ta-k 
along missionary lines in the near 
future. 

Among the foreign born an at- 
titude of bitterness, due to sus- 
piciousness and indiscriminate 
charges of radicalism, to the com 
ing of prohibition and propagan- 
da about Sunday restrictions. Dr. 
Brooks reports, has hampered 
Americanization. However, on 
the Pacific coast, much has been 
accomplished among Orientals, 
workers being sent among Chin- 
ese and Hindoos. Mexicans too 
have responded well, and a Mexi- 
can department of the Interna- 
tional Seminary has been opened 
in Los Angeles. In the training 
of leaders from other lands. Dr.] 
Brooks says, the International 
Seminary will solve many present 
difllculties. 

Thirteen Christian religious, 
education, social centers are now 
in operation, supported jointly by 
the two Home Mission .Societies. 
Ten others are definitely planned 
and five others are conditional 
upon financial conditions. 

Churches are recognizing com- 
munity obligations, Reports Rol- 
vix Harlan, and in several- cities 
community workers are being 
employed. Laymen are also or- 
ganizing for voluntary service of 
this sort. Surveys are being 
made in several migratory labor 
groups of opportunities for relig- 
ious and social service; also of 
ho?,pitals and homes controlled by 
the denomination. Schools for 
rural pastors, just instituted dur- 
ing the last year are shown to be 
valuable. Increased use of auto- 
mobiles to enable pastors to cov- 
er more territory is also found to 
he^. Need of training for more

lay preachers is emphasized as a . 
means of meeting rural a,nd com- \ 
iHunity service problems. 

In addition to establishing a 
lioys' camp at Cranberry Lake in 
the Adirondacks, where selected 
lioys will be given training along 
religious lines, the Baptist Broth- 
erhood Federation has increased 
its membershi[) during the year 
and now includes 600 groups. A 
marked turning to the church and 
a revival of interest in men's 
work is shown, says J. Foster 
Wilcox, director of the Federa- 
tion. 

Evangelistic efiforts have been 
carried on with hew emphasis, 
declared Dr U .F. StilJwell, gen- 
eral superintendent of evangel- 
ism. Several states have report- 
ed unusual increases in member- 
ship due to this factor. 

In Latin America, Cuba has 
made great progress, but Baptists 
must erect more schools to meet 
the demands for service. -In Ale.x- 
oic the Baptist Jiospital at Pueblo 
has shown the value and need of 
similar hospitals in El Salvador. 
Nicaraugua and Honduras, as 
well as training schools for nurs- 
es, says Dr. S. C. Detweiler, sup- 
! erintendent of Latin American 
work. Churches in Cuba and 
Mexico are adopting business 
methods and several have become 
self-supporting. 

George E. Merrill, head of the 
de])artmetnt of Architecture, re- 
ports that since June, 1920. the 
bureau has given aid in l.iO relig- 
ious buildings, including churches 
christian centers, schools, col- 
leges, orphanages, hospitals, and 
parsonages. Specialists in this 
bureau are giving individual at- 
tention to churches to make con- 
struction work more effective and 
adequate. The buildings in which 
the bureau is ai-ling represent an 
outlay of $6,000,000, Mr. Merrill 
states.

An old Richmond paper called 
"Farmer's Chronicle" was 
brought to fhe Daily Register of- 
fice by a friend the other day. It 
I'ontains many interesting items 
t)f the early days. The paper 
was published by Jose])h Turner 
on Tuesday, July 10, 1833. It is 
made up of four pages of six col 
umns each. 

C holera cases and deaths Avere 
causini^ great excitement among 
the citizens of the town at the 
time. Four of the six cohnnns 
on the front paj;e are taken up 
with I lie sul)jeci of "cholera treat- 
ment." Three things are discuss- 
ed under this : the prevention, the 
treatment and the cure for chol- 
era. Twelve statements were / 
given in an article headed "What 
is a Federalist?" One of the 
strongest was given in this way: 
"If you do not believe Col. John- 
son killed Tecumsch, you are a 
1 "edoralist." 

Most of the second page is fill- 
ed with articles cojiied from other 
papers.

An interview published in the Den- 
ver Post follows: 

" Edna Carroll, the alleged "bandit 
queen," who answers to tlM-ee other 
names equally dressy, including that 
of "Mickey." Is twenty-three years old. 
Hustled a Living. 
For ten years this girl, companion 
of Thomas J. Coleman, one of th? 
three men who robbed Stockyards Xa- 
tlonal bank employees of ?23,000, has 
been what she calls "Iristling" a liv- 
ing, and in those ten years she has 
added to inherited niciiinrics .-i hkiss; 
of wisdom concerning good and evil. 

At twenty-three this girl with the 
bright coloring, black hair and level 
gazing eyes has the lives of two men 
linked to her own with the cord of 
crime, the police say.

The.se plans included things I had 
never thouirht of hefore." 

Then I-:dna ".Mirkcy'; Carroll di- 
gressed and told wliat life had been up 
and ! the time she met Coleman, the dap- 
per, dandy "oil broker," at the cafe. 

"First off, I wish to remark that 1 
have no use for women," she said, with 
a thin smile that challenged a retort. 
"I never knew one that would not 
double-cross you sooner or later, and 
most always sooner. My aunt gave me 
my tirirt impression of what women 
really are. I was horn in South Daictv 
ta and got tired of living at home and 
at thirteen I left and went to Lead to 
work as a housemaid. 

"liiere I earned $15 a month and 
got roasted for everything I did ami 
did not do. 

Took Easiest Way. 
"I decided that- this sort of work 
didn't agree with me, and as I had not 
been educated, to do any other Idnd I 
took the easiest way." 
"ICasiest?" ivas asked. 
"Not always ; most times- terribly 
hard," she answered. 

"I made a lot of money and saved it, 
and sometimos I shared it with a sick 
pal. But by the time I met Coleman I 
had saved $3,000, with which I bought 
the automobile they're making so much 
fuss over. That was my money. 1 
earned it and not a cent was his. 

"Tom always seemed to have plenty 
of money, and as he suggested that we 
would rent a house for a little while, 
l uy a car and later go away and set 
ourselves up In a rooming house that 
v,puld bring us in an income I didn't 
see any need of taking off my wedding 
ring. 

"I'd dreamed of a home, a husband, 
f'ood clothes and a car and a maid to 
v;ait on us. The dream came true. 
And when, on our first evening at 
home, a nelgltbor called as we were at 
dinner, the dream was too good to 
last. Yesterday Tom told nie he had 
bought a suit of clothes at a downtown 
store and asked me if I would go and 
f:et it for him. AVhen I got back to the 
house things had blown up and here I 
am." —
